Claims 1, 3, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over lino for 
the specific reasons set forth in the previous office action (12-2-04). It is noted that the 
rotor e.g. #1 1b (figs. 1 1A, 1 1 BO is supported on a shaft #28. The fact that the shaft is in 
thru supported by bearings does not negate that the rotor is supported by the shaft. 
Regarding new claims 8 and 9, it is noted that the use of piezoelectric actuators in a 
time piece and providing them with power from a battery are both well known per se 
(note e.g. European 0731 514 A1 cited by applicant and Luthier of record). Substituting 
one suitable piezo motor for another (substitution of equivalents) would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art (to use a less complex motor (lino). 

Claims 6 and 7 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2, 4, 5 and 10-13 are allowed.
